A large part of the city is still in- 
undated, entailing terrible suffering on 
poor people, whose houses in many in- 
stances are masses of ice.

They Struck for 8O Cento. 


Yesterday Andy M. Bntzbaoh, the ice 


dealer, had a littie trouble with over a 
dozen teamsters whom he had engaged 
to haul ice for him from the slough be- 
yond the county bridge. They had haul- 
ed for 45 cents a load, but they organized 
and struck for an advance of 20 cents. 
Bntzbach stood out against the men until 
he saw that all hungered for the increase, 
when he gracefully submitted, when they 
went to work at 65 cents a load. They 
can make about six loads a day, averag- 
ing nearly $4 a-piece, which is certainly 
low enough pay for such hard and freez- 
ing work. Last year, we believe, team- 
sters got 70 cents a load, and the distance 
was no further.

In the accident department of the De- 


oatnr Mutual Life and Accident Associa- 
tion, none but male persons can carry 
certificates. No medical examination is 
required 
The admission fee (85.00) is 


paid only once, and not each'year, as in 
other companies, thus giving a member a 
chance to secure an accident indemnity 
as long as he wishes to remain a member, 
at a very small cost each year. If a man 
gets hurt, he is entitled to SI 00 each day 
he is totally disabled, not to exceed 984 
for any one accident. If you lose a leg, 
arm or eye by an accident, yon get half 
the amount of your certificate in cash at 
once, and in case of death your family 
is paid the remainder. The office of tbe 
association is in Ullrich's block.
